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Partners 
sought to 
develop 
school site 

DEVELOPERS are being 
sought to help with a new 
multi-million pound second¬ 
ary school which is set to be 
built in Sandwell, to cater 
for the borough’s growing 
population. 

The new school, ear¬ 
marked for Oldbury, would 
cater for 1,200 pupils. It is 
planned to develop the cur¬ 
rently empty former 
Langley High School site in 
Moat Road for the new 
school. 

The move has been taken 
because of the growing 
number of primary school 
pupils in the borough’s 
schools. Sandwell Council is 
now looking for partners 
interested in developing the 
new school which would 
cater for pupils aged 11-18. 

Cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services Councillor 
Simon Hackett said: “We 
expect proposers to be ambi¬ 
tious in their approach and 
have the vision and skill to 
grow an excellent school. It 
is proposed that the school 
will open as early as Septem¬ 
ber 2015,” added Councillor 
Hackett.

PUBLIC FINALLY TO 
CLOSE IIS DOORS

IT HAS provoked argument on all sides of the political 
spectrum since it first opened to visitors in 2008 after 
years of difficulties on its design and funding, but now The 
Public in West Bromwich is finally bowing out. 

Saturday sees the controversial venue shut its doors as an arts centre 
forever, following a week-long celebration featuring a free programme of 
performances and activities. The £72 million arts centre will finally close 
ahead of its transformation into a sixth form centre. 


Road rage man 
claimed to be 
police officer 

A DRIVER claiming to be an undercover 
police officer flew into a rage, hurling a 
stream of racist abuse at a man before 
swerving his car towards him and his wife, a 
court heard. 

Stephen Lawlor was given a suspended 
jail term after he admitted dangerous 
driving and racially aggravated harass¬ 
ment. Magistrates were told Lawlor got into 
an argument with Dheraj Muman as the 
pair were driving towards PC World, 
Wednesbury, at 10pm on May 10. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, said: “The 
complainant said ‘what are you doing fol¬ 
lowing the car?’ and the defendant resp¬ 
onds: ‘I’m an undercover police officer’.” 

Mr Cooper said Lawlor then launched a 
torrent of racial abuse and drove his Ford 
Fiesta towards Mr Muman and his wife at 
the store car park on Axletree Way. 

Lawlor, aged 59, pleaded guilty to at an 
earlier hearing to dangerous driving and 
racially aggravated harassment. Mr David 
Nash, defending, said his client accepted 
what he had done, but claimed he was 
usually a man who helped others. 

Lawlor, of Glebe Street, Walsall was given 
a 90-days jail term for dangerous driving 
and 30 forracial abuse, suspended for 12 
months. He was made subject to a curfew 
between 11pm and 7am and made to pay 
£200 in costs, £200 compensation to Mr 
Muman and a victim surcharge of £80. 

An earlier interim driving disqualifica¬ 
tion was also extended to 18 months. 


The week will culminate in a special com¬ 
munity celebration day on Saturday, while 
during the week, musicians, comedians, 
dance and theatre groups have come 
together to showcase their talents. 

More than £6 million will be borrowed by 
Sandwell Council chiefs to pay for the con¬ 
version of The Public. 

Authority bosses say the proposed deal 
with Sandwell College to allow 500 A-level 
students to use the venue would save the 
£1.5m a year which is currently used to help 
subsidise the New Street gallery. But first 
£6.67m will be borrowed to cover the cost of 
altering the building to get it ready to house 
college classes. That figure is £lm higher 
than Sandwell College believe the project 
will eventually cost. 

Council chiefs say the borrowing will 
work effectively like a loan to the college, 
and no extra costs will be borne by the 
council for the conversion. 

Future 

The authority plans to use prudential bor¬ 
rowing, which means it does not have to ask 
the Government for permission to secure 
the cash. Before college chiefs actually sign 
on the dotted line of the proposed deal, they 
will be asked to agree to pay back the cost of 
borrowing the money and VAT. 

Council leader Councillor Darren Cooper 
said: “I think this deal is the most conducive 
to the long-term future of this building.” 

The cabinet has also agreed that the 
council will set aside a £300,000 annual con¬ 
tingency from the £1.5m subsidy it previ¬ 
ously paid Sandwell Arts Trust to run The 
Public. That will be ‘to meet the life cycle 
maintenance liabilities that will remain 
with the council’. It is understood that con¬ 
tingency fund will not grow beyond the 
£300,000 mark, and it will be to cover any 
repairs needed to the outside of the building. 

The council will still save around £37.5 
million over the lifetime of the 25-year deal. 
The sixth form college is due to open in Sep¬ 
tember 2014.

HE SAW an FA Cup win, League Cup win, 
and witnessed the highs of promotions and 
lows of relegations as he gave decades of 
service to his beloved football club. 

Former West Bromwich Albion’s kitman 
Dave Matthews gave 51 years of his life to 
Albion, but died on April 14 aged 67, less 
than a year after he retired. 

His dying wish was for his autobiography 
telling read-ers what is was really like in the 
changing rooms at The Hawthorns down the 
years - Mr Albion - to be published and now 
it has been. 

Dave had battled non-Hodgkin lymphoma 
and was in remission when then diagnosed 


with a rare heart condition. Dave was 
dubbed ‘Mr Albion’ by members of Baggies 
squads past and present including many club 
greats. 

Cyril Regis and Brendon Batson, along 
with ex-striker Bob Taylor, 70s centre-half 
duo John Wile and Alistair Robertson and 
Paul Raven were pallbearers at his funeral in 
May. 

The book was due to be unveiled at a 
meeting of the West Bromwich Albion Sup¬ 
porters’ Club at The Hawthorns . Former 
club chaplain and close friend Ken Hipkiss 
had hinted his career was ‘the stuff legends 
and books are made of. 


Parking 
charges 
could be 
scrapped 

PARKING charges on 
council-run car parks in 
Sandwell could be scrapped 
in a bid to boost trade, it has 
been revealed. 

Sandwell Council is 
looking at axing charges in a 
major review of fees. 

Council leader Darren 
Cooper said he hoped the 
move would encourage more 
shoppers into Sandwell. 

The review comes despite 
the council doubling the cost 
of parking and introducing 
new charges at 19 new sites 
on April 1. 

Councillor Cooper said de¬ 
tails were being looked at 
and he hoped to make an 
announcement earlier next 
year. 

He said: “It is not just 
about scrapping the parking 
charges, it is about traffic 
management as well. 

“What we will do is have to 
put parking restrictions in 
at certain places like the 
high street so people can 
park there for an hour or a 
couple of hours, but the big 
car parks they can park for 
four or five hours. 

“I have been listening and 
looking very carefully at our 
current parking charges and 
I have ordered a major 
review of the current system 
to see whether or not we can 
do something to help the 
general public. 

“I’ve ordered a major 
review of parking charges 
and I am of the opinion that 
I would like to scrap them.” 

Employees 

suspended 

TWO senior managers at 
Sandwell Council have been 
suspended amid allegations 
that sensitive personal 
information was leaked. 

Both work in the author¬ 
ity’s homelessness team. 
The authority confirmed an 
investigation was under 
way, but stressed suspension 
was no indication either 
employee was at fault. 

Council leader Darren 
Cooper said: “Two employ¬ 
ees have been suspended. 
Suspension is a neutral act 
which does not imply wrong¬ 
doing.” 
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Birthday drink footballer broke man's jaw 


A FOOTBALLER fractured a 
pub worker’s jaw by punching 
him in the face in an unpro¬ 
voked drink-fuelled attack, a 
court heard. 

Connor Gater, aged 21, who 
plays for Tipton Town FC, was 
out celebrating his birthday 
when he assaulted Steven 
Gardner, magistrates were told. 
The court heard Gater was 
Connor Gater ‘heavily intoxicated’ and had 



got into an argument with 
friends. As he walked back 
through the pub he kicked a 
bar stool before picking it up 
and throwing it. 

Magistrates heard Gater, of 
Ridge Street, Wollaston, was 
challenged by Mr Gardner who 
asked him to leave. 

Mrs Maxine Jarrousse- 
Jones, prosecuting, said Gater 
became aggressive and pun¬ 


ched the barman once, fractur¬ 
ing his jaw. “When Gater was 
arrested he admitted to police 
what he had done and was 
remorseful,” she said. 

Gater admitted assault occa¬ 
sioning actual bodily harm at a 
previous hearing. He was given 
a 12-week prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for a year and ordered 
to carry out 200 hours of 
unpaid work. He was ordered 


to pay £750 compensation. Mr 
Michael Davies, defending, 
said Gater realised he had over¬ 
stepped the mark during the 
attack at the Old Crispin pub in 
Stourbridge on July 30. 

“On the night in question my 
client and Mr Gardner encoun¬ 
tered one another again when 
they were on their way home,” 
he said. “My client apologised 
for what he had done.” 


Thief in policeman con 
to steal £9,150 savings 


A 79-YEAR-OLD woman had her life savings 
stolen after being conned by a caller posing 
as a police officer, a judge heard. 

The £9,150 sum disappeared after being trans¬ 
ferred into the bank account of 19-year-old Haseeb 
Choudhary, Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

It started when the victim received a phone call at her 
Sandwell home supposedly from a police detective. 


Jail for 
having 
heroin 

AN IMMIGRANT who was 
caught with heroin and a 
fake driving licence has been 
jailed for four months. 

Sukginder Singh, of Coll¬ 
ins Street, West Bromwich, 
had bought the licence for 
£500, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard was told. 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecut¬ 
ing, said police came across 
him in the passenger seat of 
a car in King Street, Smeth¬ 
wick. 

There was a foil wrap of 
heroin in the footwll and 
Singh was arrested and 
admitted it was heroin. 

He was fingerprinted and 
his date of birth came up as 
October 1985, but previous 
convictions suggested he 
was born in 1981. Mr Rees 
said: “The driving licence 
they found on him was fake, 
and the date of birth on that 
was 1981.” 

Singh, aged 32, had previ¬ 
ously pleaded guilty to pos¬ 
sessing a class A controlled 
drug, resisting a constable 
and using a false instru¬ 
ment. The court heard the 
UK Border Agency was 
investigating his immigra¬ 
tion status. 

Mr Simon Hanns, defend¬ 
ing, said Singh was born in 
1981. The other date must 
have been what he told 
police when arrested before. 


Prosecutor Mr Howard 
Searle said: “The caller told 
her that an Eastern Euro¬ 
pean man had been arrested 
and was in possession of her 
bank details and address.” 

The trickster rang again 
on August 16 last year to 
claim a ‘safe’ bank account 
had been set up for her and 
asked her to transfer into 
the account so that the 
‘Eastern European’ could 
not steal it. 

The woman arranged for 
two transfers of £4,000 and a 
further £1,150 payment to 
be switched to the account 
that actually belonged to 
Choudhary, the court heard. 

Promised 

Mr Searle said: “She 
ignored a warning to keep 
details of the arrangement 
secret and told her sister-in- 
law who called police.” 

The victim had less than 
£200 in her accounts and 
could not pay her bills, the 
court was told. In a separate 
crime while on police bail he 
grabbed the emergency call 
phone of volunteer fireman 
Courtney Thomas who was 
waiting for a bus in Dudley 
Port on April 12. 

Mr Zaheer Afzal, defend¬ 
ing, handed in testimonials 
praising the charity work of 
Choudhary and a letter from 
a psychiatrist suggesting the 
defendant could have been 
suffering from post trau¬ 
matic stress following the 
death of a younger brother. 

Choudhary, of Hillcrest 
Road, Kates Hill, Dudley, 
pleaded guilty to money 
laundering and robbery and 
was given an 18-month jail 
sentence suspended for two 
years with 150 hours unpaid 
work.

Disused 
centre is 
not to be 
bulldozed 

A BUILDING facing demoli¬ 
tion has been saved from the 
bulldozers. 

Chemicals firm Solvay 
was considering knocking 
down a disused two-storey 
former medical centre at the 
edge of its site on Station 
Road, Oldbury. 

But after consulting with 
residents, the company has 
said it will now not demolish 
it, and instead will ask the 
community what it thinks it 
should be used for. 

Site director Jean-Fran- 
cois Berthiaume said: “The 
site has a new, purpose-built 
medical centre and the old 
building was at risk of falling 
into disrepair, which is why 
we were looking at options 
for its future.” 

“Although the building is 
not listed, it does have his¬ 
torical value. The main 
building will now be pre¬ 
served, and we are open to 
ideas for how it might be 
able to offer the local com¬ 
munity a useful resource.” 

The proposals, which still 
include the demolition of 
three unused buildings not 
visible from the street, were 
shared at a recent residents’ 
association meeting, and 
have been submitted to 
Sandwell Council as a plan¬ 
ning application. 

Thief given 
a ban from 
all car parks 

A MAN who broke into a 
lorry while it was parked up 
has been banned from every 
public or private car park in 
Sandwell for two years 
under the conditions of an 
Asbo. 

Kevin McCarthy, aged 26, 
was banned until November 
5, 2015 under the Asbo imp¬ 
osed at Sandwell Magis¬ 
trates Court. The applic¬ 
ation was made after he was 
given a 12-week jail term on 
July 17 for attempted theft 
from an HGV on the car park 
of the Asda in Great Bridge. 

He was also sentenced to 
12 weeks, to run concur¬ 
rently, for handling stolen 
goods after he attempted to 
use a bank card at a cash 
machine which he took from 
the lorry on June 8. 

McCarthy, of Essex Aven¬ 
ue, Hateley Heath, West 
Bromwich, was banned from 
being in or on any private 
garden other than his own, 
without the owner’s permis¬ 
sion. The case was heard 
with him appearing via 
video link, as he has been 
remanded into custody.

SHOPS in West Bromwhich- 
which have been empty for 
at least seven years each, 
will be converted into 
restaurants, cafes or bars to 
entice new tenants. 

Queens Square Shopping 
Centre will have a £7 million 
revamp to bring it in line 
with other developments in 
the town, such as the £200 
million neighbouring New 
Square development. 

Fairacre, the company 
that runs Queens Square, 
has won planning permis¬ 
sion to change the use of 
units 16-23 there from retail 
to restaurants, cafes or hot 
food takeaways. 

In documents submitted 
with the plans, it says units 
16-20 have been unoccupied 
‘since as early as 2004’ and 
it was 2006 for the other 
units. 

Planning officers at 
Sandwell Council e 
approved the development 
using delegated powers. 

Fairacre chiefs said the 
changes would meet the 
demands of shoppers and 
‘regenerate the night time 
economy’ of the town.

Bin fire killer claimed he was innocent in note

Note-Aiden Elmore 


AN ARSONIST who murdered an 
innocent pensioner in a ferocious 
blaze wrote to his ex-girlfriend’s 
family from prison claiming he was 
innocent, it has been revealed. 

Aiden Elmore penned the note to 
Lauren Welling’s mother while he 
was awaiting trial for killing defence¬ 
less Victor Moore. 

But on Tuesday he was jailed for 
life and ordered to serve a minimum 
of 21 years after a jury found him 
guilty of murder and two counts of 
arson with intent to endanger life. 

The trial at Wolverhampton Crown 


Court heard that the father of one 
started the fires after splitting up 
with Miss Wellings. 

Elmore, aged 21, set up a barricade 
of nine wheelie bins at the back exit 
of the block of flats where Mr Moore 
lived in Southey Close, Short Heath, 
and set fire to them. Dozens of people 
had to jump for their lives from 
windows on October 8, last year, but 
68-year-old Mr Moore died after bec¬ 
oming trapped in a hallway. 

Elmore, who had been drinking 
and taking drugs, then started 
garden fires in Crab Lane en route to 


the Wychbold Way home of her 
mother Sarah Bryce in nearby New 
Invention, where he set fire to 
wheelie bins placed next to patio 
windows. 

Miss Bryce, speaking after Elmore 
was jailed, told the Express & Star 
the family had initially believed he 
was innocent until detectives showed 
them footage of him outside their 
home carrying his burning jacket 
that was used as a taper to set alight 
their wheelie bin. She revealed: “My 
family has stood by Aiden all year 
until we saw the CCTV He wrote to 


me from prison and said he lit the bin 
to burn the coat, not to hurt us. But it 
was all lies. I told him that the truth 
will come out and that if he was found 
guilty he would have to face the con¬ 
sequences.” 

She also said the family had 
recently received death threats via a 
social network site. Elmore was also 
sentenced to a total of 19 years in jail 
for two counts of arson with intent to 
endanger life, relating to the Southey 
Close block, and the fire at Wychbold 
Way, to run concurrently with his 
sentence for murder. 


Council to clamp down on 
mass marketing swindlers 


SANDWELL Council is taking on the scam¬ 
mers and has appointed a special officer to 
help track them down. 

Each year mass marketing scams cause consumers 
to lose millions of pounds. Now the borough’s trading 
standards department have moved to catch them 
before they get established in the borough. 


As a trading standards 
chief explained, scams do 
not just affect people finan¬ 
cially they have an impact on 
how they feel and could ruin 
their confidence. 

Cabinet member respon¬ 
sible for trading standards 
Councillor Paul Moore said: 
“The people who do these 
scams are rogues and often 
target the most vulnerable 
people in society. They are 
not bothered about the pain 
and suffering it can cause to 
people who have on occa¬ 
sions lost vast amounts of 
money - and in some cases 
their life’s savings. 

Lookout 

“We are determined to 
clamp down hard on these 
people which is why we have 
created this specialist role. 

“Scammers should be 
aware we are on the lookout 
for them - particularly on 
the run-in to Christmas. 

“We want Sandwell to be a 
place where people can shop 
and have jobs carried out in

complete safety and with the 
knowledge that they are not 
being ripped off. 

“Scammers are the lowest 
of the low and when we catch 
them we will not hesitate 
over taking legal action 
against them to put an end 
to this vile practice.” 

The scams officer’s job 
will be: 

• To gather information 
on scams and their victims 

• To raise public aware¬ 
ness as only one in five cases 
is reported. 

• To help people who 
work with vulnerable people 
and possible scam victims. 

• To protect and support 
people who have been 
victims of scams to avoid it 
happening again 

• Overall to educate con¬ 
sumers by providing infor¬ 
mation

Tributes paid to former Albion star 


TRIBUTES have been paid to former West 
Bromwich Albion player and coach Stuart 
Williams, who has died aged 83. 

The ex-Wales full-back made 246 appear¬ 
ances in 12 years at Albion after moving 
from Wrexham before a £15,000 move to 
Southampton in 1962. 

He was Albion’s most capped player until 
last season, playing 33 of his 43 internation¬ 
als while at The Hawthorns, before Zoltan 
Gera overtook him. 

The highlight of his playing career saw 
him play in the 1958 World Cup for Wales, 
where his side reached the quarter finals 
against Pele’s Brazil in Sweden. He was even 


name-checked by Pele in the Brazilian’s 
autobiography ‘My Life and the Beautiful 
Game’, written in 1977, where he talks of 
Williams’ ‘excellent play’. 

At club level he was linked with two of 
Albion’s greatest achievements - the FA Cup 
wins of 1954 and 1968. Named as reserve for 
the 3-2 win against Preston in 1954, he was 
coach of the Baggies team who triumphed 1- 
0 against Everton 14 years later. 

As a youngster, Albion’s 1968 Cup¬ 
winning captain Graham Williams lived 
next door to Stuart in Hill Top, West 
Bromwich. They became rivals for a place in 
the team for club and country. He said: 


“Stuart was an outstanding player. The 
word great is overused but he was intelli¬ 
gent, very bright and very quick and was one 
of the few Welshman to have played at a 
World Cup. He was a really nice guy.” 

“As a coach, Graham believes Stuart 
earned the respect of the dressing room 
through his achievements as a player.” 

Albion said the club would pay tribute to 
Stuart’s career at our next home game 
against Aston Villa on November 25.” 

Mr Williams, who lived in Southampton, 
died on Tuesday last week. His funeral was 
due be held at Southampton Crematorium 
today (Thursday) at 11am.

David Whyte admitted 
breaching his criminal anti¬ 
social behaviour order when 
he appeared at Sandwell 
Magistrates Court by being 
in possession of scrap metal. 

Miss Indira Sharma, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court 
Whyte and another man 
were seen dragging a 
wheelie bin down an alley in 
Tipton on August 22. 

“Officers were on duty in 
Fountain Lane in an 
unmarked police car,” she 
said. 

“They see two men 
walking along the alleyway 
and one of the men is drag¬ 
ging a black council wheelie 
bin. 

“The two men see the offi¬ 
cers and run off leaving the 
bin behind.” 

When police looked in it 
they found copper pipes and 
taps which they suspected 
may have been taken from a 
business. 

Arrested 

They caught the two men 
and identifiedone as Whyte, 
she told the court. 

The court heard the offi¬ 
cers asked the pair about 
where the bin was from and 
21-year-old Whyte replied: 
“It belongs to my brother.” 

He was also asked where 
he got the copper pipe and 
said: “That’s for me to know 
and for you to find out.” 

Both men were arrested 
and taken to the police 
station where they refused 
to comment. The other man 
was not charged. 

The court also heard 
Whyte, of Oak Close, Tipton, 
had previously breached the

Crasbo on January 30. In 
that case he pleaded guilty to 
burglary and breaching his 
Crasbo after he broke into a 
warehouse on the Stag 
Industrial Estate, Oxford 
Street, Bilston, on January 
29. He was jailed for 20 
weeks. 

Mr Mandeep Bassi, 
defending, said: “Initially 
my client was not aware of 
what was in the bin, but was 
told by the other man later 
that it contained scrap metal 
and he knows he shouldn’t 
have been there. 

“He accepts that he 
breached his Asbo. This is 
the first time he has been 
back before the court in a 
while. 

“He has demonstrated 
that when he applies himself 
he can stay out of trouble.” 

Magistrates decided that 
because he had breached the 
order before, their only 
option was imprisonment. 
Whyte broke down in tears 
as he was told he would be 
receiving a 10-week prison 
sentence. 

His three-year Crasbo was 
one of the first of its kind 
when it was made by the 
courts last September.

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New rules 
on illegal 
gipsy sites 

A NEW policy which will 
help to protect council land 
from unauthorised traveller 
encampments has been 
drawn up. 

The plans by Sandwell 
Council, state any unautho¬ 
rised encampment causing 
‘substantive and justified’ 
complaints from the com¬ 
munity will not be tolerated. 

But it adds there are 
instances where encamp¬ 
ments may be allowed to 
stay, and gives a ‘basic’ 
checklist to which gipsies 
and travellers must adhere if 
they do not want to be 
moved on immediately. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
Sandwell’s cabinet member 
for jobs and economy who 
will consider the plan this 
week, said the new rules 
have been drawn up to 
‘revamp’ previous policies. 

He said: “Things such as 
legislation change, and we 
need to find better ways of 
working in partnership with 
the police and others, so we 
have to make sure they are 
signed up to the policy as 
well.” 

The policy is also in place 
to protect the council 
against any unfounded accu¬ 
sations from gipsies or trav¬ 
ellers and their represent¬ 
atives when the council 
wants to repossess its land 
from unauthorised encamp¬ 
ments. 

45 held in 
crackdown 

POLICE are hailing a crack¬ 
down on burglary and 
vehicle crime in Sandwell a 
success. Since the start of 
Operation Olympia at the 
beginning of October, offi¬ 
cers have arrested 45 people.

'Wicked' carer stole £3k from elderly couple

CRUEL carer Ashar Bibi was trusted to look after an 
elderly couple with dementia - but she repaid them by 
stealing £3,000. 

She avoided a prison sentence after telling a court 
she had to care for her three children. Ashar Bibi, 
described as wicked by a judge, convinced the elderly 
man to sign a blank cheque for the money before 
getting her husband to cash it, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. She then hid it in a suitcase at home. 

Her crime was discovered when the couple’s son 
noticed unusual activity in his father’s account. Bibi’s 
employers ACRC Care, West Bromwich, were alerted. 

The 42-year-old was confronted and admitted that 
she had asked the pensioner aged 90, to sign the blank 
cheque, the court heard. The police searched her home 


and found the cash in a suitcase in a wardrobe. Mr 
David Lees, prosecuting, said: “She did admit the 
offence of theft. She claimed she had a debt to a loan 
shark.” The court heard the couple would not have 
fully appreciated what they were being asked to do 
when they signed the cheque. 

Bibi, of Turner Street, West Bromwich, had previ¬ 
ously pleaded guilty to the one count of theft. 

Mr Jonathan Barker, defending, said the account 
Bibi gave in interview was not accurate, and she had 
not told the police the role of her estranged husband. 

He said: “In March and going into April her 
estranged husband was making repeated requests of 
her to raise money as he was in debt. She successfully 
resisted his demands but it reached a point where the 


husband was making reference to loan sharks and 
through a misguided sense of loyalty, as he is the father 
of her three children, she gave in.” 

Mr Barker said the cheque was signed by the com- 
lainant in April, and she resisted handing it over to 
er husband until September. “The minute it was dis¬ 
covered she told her estranged husband to return the 
money promptly, and that was why the cash was found 
in her premises,” he said. “She feels very remorseful.” 

Judge Nicholas Webb said: “It was a wicked offence, 
where the victims are very elderly and vulnerable 
people, 80 and 90 years old, both were suffering from 
dementia and you were in part responsible for looking 
after them.” She got a 15-month jail sentence, sus¬ 
pended for two years, and 150 hours of unpaid work.

Crisis-hit families 


need food banks

More people are turning to the 
service just to survive. MARK 
ANDREWS spoke to the volun¬ 
teers who run this vital lifeline 


THE shelves are stacked high 
with tins and food packets. 
Pallets are filled with jars of 
jam, marmalade and tinned 
fruit. 

But this warehouse is not at the back of 
a supermarket, and its customers will not 
be asked to pay for their food. 

The Well, on a business park on the 
outskirts of Wolverhampton, is one of a 
growing number of food banks which 
have sprung up in the West Midlands 
during the last 10 years. 

Founder member Gary Price, who runs 
the service with his wife Caroline, 
believes continued economic pressures 
will only mean more and more people will 
be turning to their services in years to 
come. 

Affluent 

“During the first year, we fed 67 
people,” says Gary, who set up the service 
in 2006. “This year it will be around 
11,000.” It is not just people from the 
usual deprived neighbourhoods, either. 

“That was the case to begin with, but 
these days we find that more and more 
we’re delivering to the more affluent 
areas, places like Tettenhall Wood, 
Codsall and Wombourne. 

“It can happen to anybody. You have 
two people who lose their jobs at the same 
time,” says the 48-year-old. 

“You might have a wife who is bringing 
up the children, and then the husband 
leaves her and she hasn’t got anything to 
live on. Most people have enough money 
to last them two weeks before they get 
themselves into problems.” 

Gary and Caroline became involved 
with The Well after a visiting speaker 
came to King’s Church, Wolverhampton, 
and told them about a similar service 


running in Birmingham.We believed 
there was a need in society, and the 
church could help fill that” 

It is a similar story over at the Black 
Country Food Bank, Dudley formed in 
2006 by Wendy Fryatt. 

In seven years, it has grown from 
being on a table in her kitchen into a 
network of 15 distribution centres cov¬ 
ering the whole of the borough of 
Dudley, much of Sandwell and Walsall, 
and also some areas of Wolverhampton. 
As well as distributing food, the Black 
Country Food Bank also provides cloth¬ 
ing to people in need. 

“Last year we fed 12,000 people. By 
August this year, we had already fed 
14,000,” she says. 

“I was coming out of church one day 
and the idea just came to me,” she said. 
“It began with just me and one other 


lady, we started from my kitchen, and 
later moved into part of an office at the 
church in Stourbridge. 

“At the moment we are based at a 
3,500 sq ft building in Halesowen, but 
shortly we will be moving to new prem¬ 
ises in Brier ley Hill.” 

As in Wolverhampton, she finds food 
shortages can happen in some of the 
most unlikely of places. 

“When we started the food bank in 
Stourbridge, people were saying ‘we 
can’t possibly need a food bank here’. 

“But we have found people who are 
struggling in places like Hagley and 
Kinver. The assumption is that every¬ 
thing is okay in these areas, but no-one 
knows what is going on behind the cur¬ 
tains. One of the silliest cases was a 
dentist, a professional who had lost his 
job because he became ill. While he was 


fighting for unfair dismissal he needed 
feeding, and he had nothing left to live 
off. 

“People think it’s those on benefits, 
but usually it’s when the benefits aren’t 
there that there are real problems.” 

Not everybody receives help. Both The 
Well and Black Country Food Bank work 
on a referral basis, where aid is only 
given to people who have been assessed 
by outside agencies, and vouchers issued 
saying they are in genuine need. 

The Well, which is unlike most food 
banks in that it’s a single, independent 
organisation, is also unusual because it 
provides a delivery service. 

Gary’s team of around 60 volunteers 
distribute food parcels of basic essentials 
for each household, typically containing 
food worth between £30 and £35. There 
are also limits on the number of parcels 
any household can receive in a specific 
period. 

Various 

“We are there to help people in the 
event of a crisis, what we do not want is 
people becoming dependent on us, 
without anything being done to tackle 
the underlying problems,” he says. 

Both charities work with various agen¬ 
cies, including Citizen’s Advice, 
churches and social services. 

Wendy recalls on one occasion being 
approached by a midwife who was con¬ 
cerned about a young couple whose baby 
she had just delivered. 

“They were ‘sofa surfing’, sleeping on 
somebody’s sofa because they didn’t 
have a permanent address,” she says. 

“The baby was just two weeks old, and 
was sleeping in a car seat. We did a collec¬ 
tion for baby stuff, provided a crib, and 
made a contribution towards the house¬ 
hold where they were staying. ” 

Wendy is under no illusions that there 
will always be people around who will try 
to exploit the goodwill of the volunteers 
and donors to food banks, but believes 
that by and large the agencies do a good 
job in separating those in genuine need 
from those who are simply on the take.

JUNIOR school children from Tipton have learnt the 
importance of healthy eating through growing their own 
vegetables. Potatoes, sweetcorn, cauliflower and gooseber¬ 
ries are all grown at Ocker Hill Academy ready to be cooked 
for their school dinner. 

Tess Price, of Birmingham, trained in horticulture at City 
of Wolverhampton College and now works as a drop-in gar¬ 
dener at the school. She said: “I thought it would be really 
nice to work with children and to get them into gardening 
at an early age. 

“A lot of children today don’t know where their food 
comes from; they thought they didn’t need to grow their 
own sweetcorn because they could buy it from the shop.” 

The children also have a compost heap and tend to a 
wormery which is used to feed the plants. During winter 
time the children go in search of wildlife in their school by 
tracking footprints in the snow and making insect hotels. 

Assistant principal Mark Goodwin said: “It has been a 
real success. The children love to pull on their wellies and 
tend to their allotment. There is no finer sight.” 


A PARALYMPIAN who broke his neck trying to 
belly-flop into a paddling pool at a teenage 
party has lost his last-ditch bid for a multi¬ 
million pound compensation payout. 

Ryan Cockbill, from Great 
Barr, was left paralysed after 
diving into a paddling pool at 
a post-GCSE party when he 
was just 16. 

The 22-year-old, a London 
2012 Paralympic torch- 
bearer and marksman, was 
left in a wheelchair after the 
accident at a July 2006 
garden party held at the 
home of his friend, Sarah 
Riley, whose father David 
Riley was supervising. 

Lord Justice Tomlinson 
‘regretfully’ dashed Ryan’s 
final hope of a £7 million 
damages award. 

The judge said ex-primary 
school headteacher Mr Riley 
had done his utmost to keep 
an eye on the youngsters 
using the pool and could not 
have foreseen the tragedy. 

Failing 

Although there was 
alcohol at the party, there 
was no suggestion anyone 
was the worse for drink, said 
the judge, and all were 
agreed the teenagers were 
‘decent and respectable’. 

Lawyers for Mr Cockbill 
claimed Mr Riley should 
have stepped in when the 
atmosphere around the pool 
‘got out of hand’ and that, by 
failing to do so, he had 
exposed his young guest to 
the risk of serious injury. 

However, in April last 
year, High Court judge Mr 
Justice Bean cleared Mr 
Riley of all blame for Ryan’s

devastating injuries in a 
ruling which set out clear 
boundaries for the responsi¬ 
bilities of parents hosting 
events for their offspring. 

At a hearing this month, 
lawyers for the ‘courageous 
and stoical’ accident victim 
pleaded with Lord Justice 
Tomlinson to grant him per¬ 
mission to challenge the 
judge’s ruling at a full 
Appeal Court hearing - but 
without success. 

Lord Justice Tomlinson 
said there was no evidence 
Mr Riley had seen other 
youngsters dive or ‘somer¬ 
sault’ into the two-foot deep 
pool, and that, although 
‘boisterous’, the party had 
never got out of hand. 

In fact, Mr Riley had been 
trying to ‘calm things down’, 
according to the judge. The 
judge acknowledged the 
accident had ‘appalling con¬ 
sequences’ for Ryan but said 
he must abide by the law.

A RUTHLESS conman who trick¬ 
ed a kind-hearted pensioner into 
handing over thousands of 
pounds with his bogus hard-luck 
tales has had his jail term cut. 

Luke Beckford, of Batmans Hill Road, 
Tipton, preyed on a 73-year-old Wolver¬ 
hampton pensioner, tricking him into giving 
him £6,000, by pretending he was being 
threatened by a criminal gang over a debt. 

Beckford, aged 36, was jailed for three 
and a half years at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, on April 29, having pleaded guilty to 
fraud and having a weapon. 

Lord Justice Fulford and Mrs Justice Cox, 
sitting at the Appeal Court, cut his sentence 
to three years and two months. 

The court heard Beckford got in touch 
with the kindly pensioner because he had 
taken a friend of Beckford’s under his wing 
and helped him out with money several 
times. When Beckford got wind his victim 
might be a soft touch, he bagged an intro¬ 
duction to the old man and concocted false 
stories. 

Hostage 

He claimed his family and friends were 
being threatened by criminals and even that 
his daughter was being held hostage. Each 
tale ended with a plea for cash ‘playing on 
the kindness’ of the pensioner, the court 
heard. 

A total of £6,000 was handed over before 
police were informed and Beckford 
arrested. Mrs Justice Cox said while the 
pensioner had not been blackmailed or 
threatened with violence, he had been 
‘frightened and manipulated’. 

“Beckford had a terrible record for 
offences of dishonesty,” she said. “This 
fraud involved him preying on an elderly 
and vulnerable man. 

“He was put in fear of people said to be 
involved in drugs and violence.” 

However, she went on to reduce Beck- 
ford’s sentence by four months, after 
accepting that insufficient credit had been 
allowed for his guilty plea.

Mr Roger Bleazard, prosecuting at Sandwell Magistrates 
Court last week, said the girl was bitten in Ruskin Street on 
August 27, the same street on which Kujawa lives. 

Photographs of the girl’s injuries were handed to magis¬ 
trates, showing bruising on the girl’s leg after the bite and 
grazing from where she fell to the floor. 

Kujawa, aged 44, pleaded guilty to being the owner of a 
dog allowing it to be dangerously out of control in a public 
place and cause injury. The case was adjourned for inquiries 
to ascertain if the dog remained a danger to the public. 

She was granted conditional bail until December 20, 
when she will be sentenced at the same court. A condition 
was imposed that she keeps her dog muzzled and on a lead 
at all times when in public until the next hearing. 

Act pledge Is welcomed 

A LABOUR MP has welcomed his party’s pledge the 
Freedom of Information Act would be amended to cover 
private companies running public services, if it waselected 
in 2015. Tom Watson, MP for West Bromwich East, said it 
would ‘end a veil of secrecy’. 

He said companies which ‘hide behind the law’ and refuse 
to disclose information about the services they provide to 
the government, local councils and other public bodies will 
be prohibited from doing so under the Labour party’s plan. 

Mr Watson, who frequently uses the act to scrutinise the 
actions of government, has long campaigned for extending 
the remit of the law to promote greater transparency in 
services that are delivered to the public.

THERE is a sense of almost 
boyish excitement as Terry 
Price pores over the pictures 
in his new book. 

“I was really chuffed when I got that 
one,” he says, pointing to the interior 
shot of a bus. 

Terry just loves photographs of West 
Bromwich. It doesn’t matter whether 
they are from 1901 or 1994, to the 
retired television engineer every 
picture tells a story. 

His latest book, West Bromwich Rec¬ 
ollections, is his seventh such publica¬ 
tion, and the discovery of every picture 
brings with it fresh excitement. 

The interior of the bus was a real 
find, and is unique in that instead of 
the usual forward-facing seats, the top 
deck has a line of bucket-style arm¬ 
chairs facing sideways. 

“In 1930, around the time the 
picture was taken, the route from West 
Bromwich to Walsall would have been 
through open countryside, and the

seats were designed to allow passen¬ 
gers to look out of the windows and 
enjoy the view,” he says. 

The view would certainly have been 
very different from the scene today, 
but it is not hard to pity the poor con¬ 
ductor, who would have had the unen¬ 
viable task of clambering up the 
narrow gangway alongside the seats. 

Another interesting curio is the 
‘Threepenny Bit’ fish and chip shop in 
Parsonage Street, which takes its 
name not from the price of the chips - 
that would have been remarkable, 
even in 1967 - but from its curious geo¬ 
metric profile. Sadly, it was demol¬ 
ished around 13 years ago. 

Terry believes the 1923 photograph 
showing the inside of the world- 
famous Hudson’s soap works is the 
only one in existence - Robert Spear 
Hudson was the inventor of modern 
soap powder. 

Included are images of West Brom¬ 


wich Albion players signing their first 
professional contracts, as well as a 
magnificent beacon built to celebrate 
King George V’s Silver Jubilee in 1935. 

The area covered is broader than 
many publications, taking in places 
such as Great Bridge and Friar Park. 

For Terry, recording West Brom¬ 
wich’s past is very much a labour of 
love. He has never made a penny from 
any of his seven books, having donated 
all the proceeds to local charities. 

He ruminates over the changes of 
the past few decades. “They used to call 
West Bromwich High Street the 
Golden Mile, because there was that 
long stretch of shops. The shopkeepers 
would have lived nearby and their chil¬ 
dren would have gone to the local 
school.” Then he pauses for thought. 
“You do realise that we are the last gen¬ 
eration that will be able to remember 
the high street, don’t you?”

The report added: “Any 
new school has to be consid¬ 
ered under the Department 
for Education ‘presumption’ 
the council will seek propos¬ 
als to establish an academy 
or free school.Only if this 
process is unsuccessful can 
the council, with the agree¬ 
ment of the Secretary of 
State, consider establishing 
a maintained school through 
a competition. 

“An alternative option 
would be to extend and 
expand an existing main¬ 
tained school.”

Sales centre 
workers in 
fear for job 
after move 

TEN workers at a sales 
centre face redundancy in 
the run-up to Christmas 
after supermarket giant 
Sainsbury’s decided to cut 
short a contract with British 
Gas. 

Those facing the cuts are 
part of the supermarket’s in¬ 
store energy sales team and 
are based at the British Gas 
sales headquarters near to 
Birchley Island in Oldbury. 

They have been told their 
jobs are being axed as Sains¬ 
bury’s has decided to stop 
selling its energy plan to cus¬ 
tomers in store - instead 
replacing them with a new 
call centre in Glasgow for 
people to shop ‘from the 
comfort of their homes’. 

Affected staff are now in 
talks with British Gas in the 
hope of negotiating a better 
deal after they were told 
their payouts would be less 
than one month’s basic pay. 

The company has con¬ 
firmed 101 people nation¬ 
wide are affected by the cuts, 
just two years into what was 
due to be a five-year deal 
with British Gas. 

A spokesman for British

THE TRUST which runs Sandwell Hospital 
has identified key areas to improve quality 
and safety. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust, 
which also runs Rowley Regis and City Hospitals, has 
drawn up a list of areas it will focus on in the light of the 


Francis Report. 

And at a meeting 
members of the hospitals 
trust board reaffirmed its 
backing of the priority areas 
which were agreed earlier 
this year, as well as backing 
new ones they would look at. 

The Francis Report made 
290 recommendations for 
hospital trusts to abide by 
following the scandal at the 
Mid-Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

Following that, the Keogh 
Reviews were published in 
July and examined quality 
issues at 14 trusts that have 
had consistently high mor¬ 
tality rates and set eight 
ambitions for the NHS. 

A report which was dis¬ 
cussed by the trust board 
last week, said: “Several of 
these ambitions mirror 
declared SWBH priorities 
following the publication of 
the Francis Report.” 

In February the Trust

Board agreed six priority 
areas for improvement - 
culture, mortality, care of 
the frail and elderly, com¬ 
plaints, patient experience 
and nurse staffing. Since 
then, risk management and 
improved data quality and 
data analysis have also been 
added as priorities. 

Analysis by the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) 
regulator found 44 trusts 
with the most serious level 
of concern, including higher 
than expected death rates 
across their hospitals. 

It placed trusts in six 
bands, with band one consid¬ 
ered high risk and band six 
the lowest. 

Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospitals NHS 
Health Trust was placed in 
band four and trust bosses 
have said they are pleased 
with the ranking.

Jail for ransack burglar 
caught by spot of blood 

A BURGLAR who ransacked the home of an 84-year-old 
man before escaping with £400 in cash and £60 worth of cig¬ 
arettes has been jailed for two years. 

Judge Martin Walsh told Stuart Clayton it was clear he 
had an ‘extensive’ criminal record and his victim had been 
a vulnerable pensioner. Clayton, aged 21, got into the man’s 
home in Walsall, by smashing a bathroom window and all 
the rooms were ‘turned upside down’, Mr Stuart Clarkson, 
prosoecuting said. He told Wolverhampton Crown Court 
that Clayton left behind a drop of blood on an overturned 
vase and he was quickly traced through DNA testing. 

Clayton of Bassett Road, Tipton, admitted burglary and 
he accepted he had an ‘unnattractive’ record, said Mr Jas 
Mann defending. He said it was an opportunistic offence at 
a time when Clayton, a father-of-one whose partner is preg¬ 
nant, was ‘trying to build a new life for himself.’ 

Mr Mann added: “He let temptation get the better of him. 
This was a blip in what he hoped was a change of lifestyle.”

A CUT-THROUGH in a central reservation on one of 
the region’s busiest routes could be blocked to 
stop any more drivers getting hurt after the spot 
has seen several serious accidents.

Highways bosses are 
seeking a traffic order to 
block up part of the central 
reservation on the major 
A456 Hagley Road West in 
Bearwood. 

They want to prevent 
motorists from crossing the 
carriageway to reach Galton 
Road, after several accidents 
in the past 12 months. 

Bearwood ward Councillor 
Bob Piper said: “The prob¬ 
lem comes when the traffic 
stacks back from the Kings 
Head junction, where it 
meets Bearwood Road, or the 
nearby pedestrian crossing. 

“The waiting traffic waves 
cars across, which is fair 
enough, but the bus lane is 
still open and buses, taxis, 
cyclists and motorcyclists 
come down as though it’s a 
normal lane and they go 
headlong into the crossing 
cars.The junction features 
quite highly on the list in the 
highways department for 
them to sort it out.” 


A public consultation is 
expected to be launched 
soon by Birmingham City 
Council, which is responsi¬ 
ble for Hagley Road West, 
over the proposed Traffic 
Regulation Order. 

They plan to advertise the 
scheme, consult with the 
emergency services, and will 
place highly-visible signs 
along the route to tell 
motorists of the plan. 

If carried out, the works 
will mean vehicles will have 
to use the existing, purpose 
built U-turn further along 
Hagley Road West, at the 
junction with Balden Road, 
and come back down the car¬ 
riageway. 

The proposed move, 
which has been announced 
by Councillor Piper on The 
Bearwood Page on Face- 
book, has been met with a 
mixed initial response. 


ASBO breach admitted 

A MAN has admitted breaching his ASBO - which his solic¬ 
itor said he did not even know it was in place. Aubrey Blick, 
of Sheldon Avenue, Wednesbury, was made subject to an 
ASBO at Sand well Magistrates Court on September 18. The

Mr Harmail Gill, defending, said the order had been made 
in Blick’s absence from court, as he had been hospitalised 
for a time. The case was adjourned for sentence on Novem¬ 
ber 25 for sentence. He was granted bail.

History of Names that made 

womens 


glass role a county famous 


MY TIME OVER 
FIFTIES 


THE October meeting began 
with a talk from Kate Round 
about the role of women in 
the glass industry. Kate’s 
research traces woman’s 
role up to the modern day. 

Looking at the Stour¬ 
bridge glass industry one of 
the first women Kate found 
in her research was Sara 
Worrall, who married 
Michael Grazebrook II. Sara 
ran Audnam Glassworks 
after his death in 1766. 

In the Dudley archives are 
papers relating to Catherine 
Littlewood who was 
employed to decorate the 
blanks that she had to buy 
first, earning £6 per quarter. 

By 1885 J. Northwood had 
an etching shop in Barnett 
Lane, employing 50 to 60 
women, who were allowed to 
use Northwood’s etching 
machine and had a women 
supervisor. 

Also in the archives are 
papers relating to Phoebe 
Cartwright, who signed 
apprenticeship papers in 
August 1882, bound for five 
years unless she died or 
married, to work at a rate of 
seven shillings per week. 
She was a marker and deco¬ 
rator of glass, and also had to 
instruct other employees. 

In 1917 due to labour 
shortages, agreements were 
made with the unions to 
allow women into the glass 
factory, but if there were 
work shortages women were 
to be “reduced” first.

Crime prevention 
from town’s police 


W EST Bromwich Central 
Neighbourhood Team is 
responsible for prioritis¬ 
ing the areas in which police can 
help the people of the town. 

The team has continued to tackle the 
problem of street drinking within the 
West Bromwich central neighbourhood, 
focusing on the Carters Green area in 
particular. 

Positive action have been taken, incorpo¬ 
rating partnership agencies as well as addi¬ 
tional police resources to conduct a highly 
successful operation, known as Operation 
Holsten. 

As a result of this, there have been numer¬ 
ous exclusion notices served to the culprits 
as well as arrests and civil interventions too. 


The opening of the New Square has also 
meant an increase in security throughout the 
town centre. The policing team is dedicated 
to detecting and reducing theft from shops 
and continues to utilise high-tech equipment, 
such as hand held retail radios, linking the 
police directly with retail outlets and modern 
CCTV systems to identify suspects. 

Pleasant 

As shops, bars and entertainment facilities 
get busier, the West Bromwich Central Polic¬ 
ing Team will continue with its dedicated 
effort, to ensure visitors, as well as local resi¬ 
dents, have a pleasant and safe experience. 

There are a number of crime prevention tips 
offered up by the team: 

When out shopping: 

• Keep bags closed and close to you and 
never leave them unattended or in a shopping 


trolley or basket and never put wallets in 
trouser back pockets or in backpacks 

• Be discreet when using ATMs or han¬ 
dling cash and avoid displaying large sums of 
money, while aware of surroundings and 
those around you 

• Don’t leave mobile phones or money 
where people can easily see them and if 
someone bumps into you, make sure straight 
away that your purse or wallet is still in your 
possession. In any case, don’t carry more 
money than you need 

Make sure your car is secure: 

• Don’t leave anything at all on display in 
your car. Take all belongings with you when 
leaving the car - if you can’t, lock them in the 
boot. Lock windows and doors when leaving 
a vehicle 

• Never leave keys in the ignition - even for 
just a few seconds

THE multi-million pound 
refurbishment of Queens 
Square shopping centre in 
West Bromwich is progress¬ 
ing well as contractors work 
around the clock to ensure 
the programme remains on 
track, with minimal disruption 
to retailers and visitors.

More affordable housing Parade improvements 
planned at development will soon be finished 


LOCATED between Bull Street, 
High Street and Overend 
Street in the town centre, the 
£20 million Urban 180 develop¬ 
ments will provide high quality 
affordable homes, office 
space and retail units. 

Some 29 properties, as part of 
phase one, are now complete. 

Construction 

The development provides a mixture 
of affordable two-, three- and four-bed 
homes and apartments, featuring inno¬ 
vative design, complemented by green- 
spaces. 

Demolition of the Salter’s building is

now complete, and construction for 
phase two is now underway. 

This will provide a further 40 properties 
by July 2014. 


LAST year saw the start of 
works to upgrade Duchess/

Additional parking 
spaces welcomed 


A NEW surface level car park at New 
Square provides 850 short stay 
spaces. 

Parking is encouraged up to a maximum stay of 
four hours, after which much higher parking rates 
apply. 

More than 1,000 further short stay parking spaces will 
open during autumn/winter 2013 at New Square, as part 
of the second phase of the development. 

Some spaces will be at ground level while others will 
be in a decked car park currently nearing completion 
alongside Congregation Way. 

All New Square parking operates using a ticketless 
payment system, which is enforced by automatic 


number plate recognition cameras. Council-run pay- 
and-display long-stay parking can still be found in 
Queens Square multi-storey car park, providing 550 
spaces. 

Invested 

The council has also invested around £2m in long- 
stay pay-and-display car parking provision across the 
town centre. This includes a new 175 space car park 
between Highfields register office and Sandwell Road/ 
Bratt Street, accessed from the A41 at Providence 
Place, and another new car park at Church Street/Bratt 
Street offering 100 spaces. 

An extra 35 spaces have been created by extending 
the car park in Edward Street, behind the town hall, 


while Sandwell Road and Temple Street car parks, 
which have 102 spaces between them, have been 
improved, linked and made safer to use. 

Dedicated Blue Badge parking is available in New 
Square as well as in New Street, directly opposite The 
Public, and on level one of Queen’s Square multi-storey 
car park. 

There are, of course, other privately operated public 
car parks in the town centre, for example at Astle Park 
outlet centre and by Morrison’s, and the council has pro¬ 
duced an updated map showing all available car parks. 
The map is available to download from the council 
website, visit www.sandwell.gov.uk and search car 
parks in West Bromwich.

In West Bromwich, the council’s 
markets service has seen the 
ongoing High Street refurbishment 
works as a real opportunity. 

The current static market stalls have 
been situated on Princess and Duchess 
Parades for nearly a decade. 

They replaced old demountable alu¬ 
minium stalls which were erected and 
dismantled on a daily basis. 

How many people remember walking 
down the High Street with stall bars rat¬ 
tling and candy striped canopies flap¬ 
ping around in the wind? 

These stalls had undoubtedly come 
to the end of their working life, and the 
task was set to provide stalls which met 
and indeed exceeded the needs of the 
modern market trader. 

The resultant static stalls were solid, 
incorporated lighting and guttering, and 
best of all an innovative, unique folding 


table design which enabled traders to 
have either a walk in stall, a stall with a 
half size table or a full width table. They 
were offset in the High Street to fit in 
with the existing pedestrianised 
scheme, and were well received by 
traders and other market operators 
alike, to the extent that their design 
characteristics were subsequently 
emulated by other market operators 
across the country. 

So the council’s markets service was 
faced with a challenge when plans were 
afoot to refurbish the High Street. 

Trading 

Considerations included what could 
be done to provide an even better 
trading facility, and how could the 
implementation of subsequent propos¬ 
als take place at the same time as 
trading during this period? 

To enable the works to take place, a 
number of basic but functional tempo¬ 
rary stalls were provided on the central 
portion of the High Street, enabling the 
static stalls to be dismantled and 
removed at appropriate times, while still 
enabling trading to continue. 

While off site, the static stalls were 
refurbished and their design amended, 


and they have now all been re-installed 
in their new position, centrally on the 
High Street rather than offset to one 
side as they were previously. 

They are slightly smaller depthwise, 
but incorporate new roofing, and even 
more importantly an all new table 
design which will meet all the traders 
requirements, utilising a much more 
simplified, user friendly design. 

The result - a newly refurbished, 
upgraded, better situated market offer¬ 
ing quality stalls, better suited than 
ever before to meet the needs of a 
market which is undoubtedly the 
beating heart of what will be a vibrant, 
bustling streetscene. 

The High Street works are continuing 
apace, and the central area of the High 
Street is now nearing completion. 

This area will not only house many of 
the pitchers and demonstrators, it will 
also be the location for live entertain¬ 
ment and other new attractions such as 
continental food markets. 

So look past the current disruption, 
continue to enjoy the quality, service, 
and value brought to you by your local 
market, and look forward to a bright 
trading future for the town centre.

Affordable, very reliable and a seven-seater 



The Mitsubishi Outlander can seat up to seven and is well built

THE Mitsubishi Outlander makes an 
interesting left field choice if you’re 
looking for a reliable, well-equipped 
seven-seater that’s keenly priced 
and decently screwed together. 
There’s just the one engine on offer, 
and it’s a decent 150PS 2.2-litre 
diesel, mated to an all-wheel drive 
chassis. 

It’s an inevitability that when a car manufac¬ 
turer enters into a partnership with ostensible 
rivals, one will come out on top. 

Although predicting which party gets the 
best out of a particular deal is never straight¬ 
forward, the tie up which saw Mitsubishi get a 
diesel engine from Peugeot and Citroen while 
they got the previous generation Outlander 
and dressed it up as the C-Crosser and 4007 
respectively only had one loser, in Europe at 
least. 

People loved the French cars because they 
were heavily discounted and offered far better 
build quality than we were used to from the 
marques at the time. Mitsubishi was left to pick 
up the pieces. 

All of which is a bit of a shame as the Out¬ 
lander is a really good 4x4 and now makes a 
great used buy. Mitsubishi is back once again 
with the next generation Outlander and is 
hoping its luck improves. Mitsubishi UK has 


decided to keep things simple and offers one 
diesel engine with a four-wheel drive chassis. 
Although it’s 105kg lighter than its predeces¬ 
sor, this is still quite a big chunk for a 150PS 
engine to shovel along, even if the engine has 
been tweaked for a bit more low end boost. 

Peak torque arrives between 1,700 and 
2,500rpm, so you’ll need to work the six-speed 
gearbox quite diligently to stay on top of things. 

If that’s too much like hard work, choose the 
six-speed auto option with its steering wheel 
paddles for manual override. 

The auto does add 1.5 seconds to the manual 
car’s sprint to lOOkm/h, stretching it out to 
11.2 seconds. Both cars register an identical 
124mph top speed. 

Sophisticated 

A good deal of development budget has been 
spent on improving the Outlander’s refine¬ 
ment and more sophisticated engine mounts, 
thicker glass and improved sound insulation 
materials have all been fitted. 

Electric power steering with passive rear 
steer also feature although the Outlander is not 
the sort of vehicle you’ll throw around on the 
long way home. 

Outlander’s front end was always reminis¬ 
cent of the Lancer Evo which can only be a good 
thing. 

The Evo’s dead and buried now, so Mit¬ 
subishi has to move on. 

This Mitsubishi’s slab sides, long overhangs 
and lugubrious face don’t lend it much in the 
way of visual athleticism, but much of that will 
be forgiven when you get inside. 

This Japanese brand hasn’t always done 


interiors very well and although you won’t 
think you’re in an Audi Q5, this Outlander 
offers plenty of soft-touch finishes and a clean, 
architectural fascia design. 

It’s a decent size too, with a third row of seats 
that disappears into the floor, more legroom for 
second row passengers and plenty of room up 
front. 

There’s also loads of cubby stowage and up to 
1,022 litres of space on the flat floor with the 
rear seats folded and 591 litres when in five seat 
mode. 

The load floor is now 1.69m long when the 


second and third rows are folded, a massive 
33.5cm up on its predecessor. The middle row of 
seats can slide on runners back and forth over 
a range of 25cm. 

Expect entry-level cars to come equipped 
with air-conditioning, alloy wheels, cruise 
control, four powered windows, remote 
locking, seven airbags and stability control, 
while mid-level cars will feature things like 
leather and dual-zone climate control. Buyers 
of the range-topping model will get refinements 
such as satellite navigation, a parking camera 
and a high-end audio system, along with 


advanced safety systems including lane depar¬ 
ture warning, radar cruise control and a colli¬ 
sion mitigation system (which applies the 
brakes automatically if it senses an impending 
crash). 

The model line-up of trim levels runs from 
GX2 to GX5. Mitsubishi have also announced a 
plug-in hybrid that’s capable of an equivalent 
of 151mpg, but we’ll have to hold fire on that 
one for some time yet. 

Pricing has crept up over that of the old car 
by around two per cent which means that the 
entry level variant should pitch in at under 
£24,000. 

Mitsubishi has invoked a number of meas¬ 
ures to improve the Outlander’s efficiency, not 
that it was too bad to begin with. Improving the 
aerodynamics is, in effect, a freebie, and reduc¬ 
ing weight also helps cut fuel consumption and 
emissions quite markedly. Using what is much 
the same engine, the Outlander’s C02 return 
has dropped from 164g/km to a much more 
palatable 146g/km, while combined cycle fuel 
economy has improved from 44.8mpg to 
50.4mpg compared to the second generation 
current car. While that’s still some way off what 
Mazda is achieving with its ground breaking 
CX-5, it’s certainly better than many rivals. Do 
bear in mind that if you opt for the automatic 
gearbox, your economy won’t be quite so 
impressive, but the 46.3mpg figure is still 
better than the previous shape manual model, 
so there’s a clear indicator of progress. 

If you’re hankering after something spa¬ 
cious, relatively affordable, super-reliable and 
which can seat seven, the Mitsubishi Outlander 
muscles its way into contention.

The Peugeot 3008 has been restyled, with 
greater levels of equipment as standard. In 
addition, prices across the range have been 
lowered, making the popular Peugeot 3008 
Crossover even better value for money. 

After its world debut at the recent Frankfurt Motor Show, 
this versatile and desirable family car is now available to 
order, with first deliveries in January. 

Since its launch in 2009, the Peugeot 3008 Crossover has 
attracted more than 500,000 sales worldwide - exceeding 
original projections by 50 percent. Over ten per cent of these, 
some 56,000, are now on UK roads. It has also won consid¬ 
erable critical acclaim from the motoring press, notably 
winning the prestigious What Car? ‘Car of the Year’ in 2010, 
and many other accolades since. 

The 3008 Crossover’s unique appeal lies in its consider¬ 
able practicality and flexibility. Combining the space of an 
MPV, the practicality and high seating position of an SUV and 
the convenience and driving dynamics of a hatchback, it ticks 
all the boxes for the modern family motorist.
